Britain has delivered another ulti- 
matum to the Egyptian govern- 
ment, demanding that the $2,500,- 
000 indemnity for the murder of 
Sir Lee Stack, sidar of the Egyp- 
tian army and governor of the 
Sudan, be paid before noon Mon- 
day. 

The ultimatum further informs 
the Egyptian government that in- 
structions have been sent to Brit- 
ish officials in the Sudan ordering 
the withdrawal of Egyptian of- 
ficers from that territory.

Premier Zagloul explained-in .a #e- 
eret session of parliament last night 
the lines of his proposed reply, and, 
having obtained a vote of confidence, 
he today delivered a note to Viscount 
Allenby, the British high commission- 
er, agreeing to apologize, punish the 
criminals and pay the required indem- 
nity of 500,000 pounds sterling. 

Declines Responsibility. 

The premier’s note was couched in 
polite terms, but it refused to shoul- 
(er responsibility for the assassina- 
tion, and regarding the other Brit- 
ish demands. argued that they either 
ran counter to the Egyptian consti- 
tution or were matters to be dealt 
with by diplomatic methods. 

He also remarked that the 
liberal policy compatible with 
principle of independence had beeu 
adopted toward foreigners, and that 
no objections had been received from 
other foreizn powers. 

Zagioul previously had read this re- 
ply to the deputies and obtained an- 
other vote of confidence. 

Reply of Allenby. 

Viscount Allenby, to whom it is be- 
lieved the British government is leav- 
ing the entire conduct of the nezgotia- 
tions, promptly replied to the Egyp- 
tian premier that the indemnity must

A delegation of United States 
forest department officials was 
Atlanta recently conferri with 
committee from the chwnber 
commerce. 

Atlanta would warmly welcome 
this service branch of the govern- 
ment, and accord to it every co- 
operation that it is practicable to 
give. And certainly Atlanta’s many 
advantages of railroad and mail fa- 
cilities, etc., are appealing. 

At the same time, in a great 
service like this, so important ‘to 
all the states of the southeast, espz- 
cially where the yellow pine has 
been mercilessly slaughtered, and 
iLe timber supply reduced, even 
now, almost to a famine, The Con- 
stitution would ilke to see this de- 
partment located in close touch 
with the forest service department 
of the State College of Agriculture 
at Athens. 

There is no argument as to Geor- | 
eia being the logical location for’ 
this station, for this is the key state 
ot the southern forest region. The 
Atlantic and Gulf coastal conditions 
meet in Georgia. 

The possibilities of timber grow- 
ing on an extensive scale are not 
excelled, and possibly not equaled, 
by any other state in the country. 

Much work has been done in the 
past and will be done in the future 
with the shortleaf pine, as this ‘s 
one of the more important of the 
southern pines. Athens lies well 
within the commercial range of this 
tree, for the Piedmont region is best 
adapted to its growth. 

The division of forestry of the 
Stite College of Agriculture has 
been in existence since 1905, and 
until recently was the only schol 
of forestry in the south. 

By establishing the southern cx- 
periment station at the state college 
at Athens the close cooperation of 
this state department with the re- 
search being carried on by the staff 
of the federal station would no 
doubt offer many advantages which 
would not otherwise be secured. 

We believe frankly, all things 
considered, that the station locat2d 
in Athens in elbow touch with the 
Georgia school of forestry will more 
nearly solve the problem logically 
and in the interest of service than 
any other location.

HEALTH TALKS

GOOD FOR GINGIVAE. 
(The gs soft as the-gums.) 

The dental profession has manifest- 
ed considerable interest to what Dr. 
Paul R. Stillman terms physical cur- 
ture of the gums. Of course, Dr. Still- 
man doesn’t call ’em gums. Being a 
dentist he calls ’em gingivae (all the 
gs as soft as possible). Incidentally, 
here is a tip for you. If you wish to 
keep your dentist calm and unruffled 
never mention gums or false teeth to 
him; cai; them gingivae and artificial 
teeth or dentures. In his “physical 
culture” for the gingivae, then, Dr. 
Stillman seeks to bring about a better 
circulation in the tissues around the 
teeth and therefore better nutrition 
of gums*and teeth and the develop- 
ment of a more vigorous and less ynl- 
nerable masticating equipment. He 
would accomplish all this by means 
of a special manner of applying the 
brush—not brushing the teeth in the 
usual up and down or circular fash- 
ion, but pressing upon the gums mod- 
erately with the long hending bristles 
‘In a way he has described in the den- 
ital liternture. He teaches that only 
ithe occlusal surfaces of the teeth need 
be scrubbed vigorously and he admits 
‘that the toothbrush has inflicted in- 
jury to teeth and gums when improp- 
erly used, as it is by many persons, 

It has been Dr. Stillman’s observa- 
tion that when the brush is used 
simply tc stimulate the gingivae in 
this manner, the teeth will be found 
cleaner than if cleansing had been 
the purpose of the use of the brush. 
When patients have mastered the 
technic of the method which he ad- 
vocates and which the dentist teaches 
by applying the brush for the patient 
the first few times, the teeth become 
not only extraordinarily clean 
more Justrous and perceptibly lighter 
in shade. In elucidating the physi- 
ological basis of his “physical culture 
for the gingivae,” Dr. Stillman ‘com- 
pares tie effect of this gingival mas- 
sage with the effect of the daily cold 
bath. It appears that there is a kind 
of reaction in the gingival tissues, 
much the same as the vasomotor re- 
action and pleasant glow which fol- 
lows or should follow the cold bath. 
This cireulatory response is brief tn 
duration at first, but becomes gradu- 
ally more prolonged, so that after a 
reasonable period of “physical cul- 
ture.” the gingival tissues undergo a 
marked improvement in condition.

table textbook in the sea warfare 
which will have a strong effect on the 
future naval policy of the govern- 
ment. : 

The technical lessons learned from 
the tests off the Virgina capes will 
be studied by the special board now 
investigating the relative value and 
place of the ‘battleship, airplane and 
submarine, which will be reflected in 
recommendations to congress for fi- 
nancing future development of these 
three branches. 

Settle Moot Question. 

For the first time, there is expect- 
ed to come a definite settlement of 
several questions which have been 
argued, proved and disproved time 
and again on paper, ag the tests have 
been conducted with a modern battle- 
ship, representing the last stage of 
naval development. In the last tests, 
two years ago, which did not settue 
anything, an old ship was used. 

Naval experts are watching the 
tests very closely, though they will 
attempt to draw no lessons until the 
final repo,'s are made up. Here are 
some of the questions which are in- 
volved: 

1. How much punishment can the 
modern battleship stand before it is 
put out of commission? 

~. What.is the most effective fire 
against it—broadsides, depth boinbs 
or airplanes? 

5. What, on the other hand, is 
the effectiveness of modern guns car- 
ried by first-line battleships? 

4. Do airplanes, alone, have a su- 
periority that will menace the battle- 
ship to a serious extent?

Airplane Question Uppermost. 

What of the airplane? 

This is the question which is upper- 
most because of the debate which has 
been flaring intermittently since 
President Coolidge indicated he was 
in favor of more attention to aviation 
and less to the navy, resulting in the 
appointment of a special board which 
is now studying the subject. If the 
airplanes are effective enough to send 
her to the bottom, when their time 
comes, it. will be used by those who 
want more money for development of 
aviation, hut is unlikely to prove any- 
thing to champions of the battleship, 
who contend that the airplane can 
never be anything but an auxiliary, 
thongh a very necessary one. 

Their principal technical contention 
is that the airplane has to depend 
on the battleship, because it musr 
base somewhere, and that an airplane 
at any rate can carry only a limited 
charge, as the big bombs necessary 
to do any damage to a_ battleship 
weigh nearly a ton each 

Some Things to Learn. 

There’ are some things to be learned 
about the effectiveness of different 
kinds of airplane fire, however, which 
will be valuable. Secretary of. the 
Navy Wilbur had something to say 
on thie point in his annual report to 
President Coolidge. 

“Experiments in the attack of war- 
ships by aircraft indicate that, so 
far as the sinkins of a ship is con- 
cerned, hits by bombs in the water 
close plongside the vessel are even 
more effective than hits by bomhe 
which strike’ the vessel itself,” he 
said. “The form of underwater struc- 
ture developed for protection against 
explosive charges carried by torpedoes 

will also be effective against similar 
pes Fo of airplane bombs. 

Invulnerability Impossible. 

“Tn considering the question of pro- 
tectiod against aircraft, it should be 
borne in mind that invulnerability is 
an unattainable ideal,” he said.

“The cold wave of the past few) 
days,” Mr. Campbell said, “has driv- 
en the weevils into winter quarters, 
and nothing can be done nuw te pre- 
veut the greatest emergence in the 
spring farmers have ever witnessed. 
it is too late for turning under stalks 
to do any good, so far as the weevil is 
concerned, and the only thing to be 
dene now is stock up with a good sup- 
piy of calcium arsenate duringg the 
winter, and be prepared to carry on 
the fight next spring. 

“Investigation shows,’ continued 
Mr. Campbell, “that Georgia farmers 
purchased about 15,000,000 pounds of 
caleium arsenate last year, and used 
about 10,000,000 pounds. Next year 
it is very probable that all poison ob- 
tninable will be needed, and at least 
20,000,000 pounds should be on hand 
when the crop is planted.
